We  want  him  to  be  a  glam¬ 
our  boy,  a  hero  like  in  the  mo¬ 
vies,  to  be  a  handshake  artist, 
to -spend  as  much  time  in  study 
as  any  scholar  or-  teacher,  to” 
make  more  public  speeches  than 
most  orators,- of  course  to  write 
his  own  scripts,  to  make  more 
calls  than  a  super  salesman, 
and  to  be  a  counselor  and  confi¬ 
dant  as  well.  Being  an  able  pas¬ 
tor  is  no  easy  job. 

Someone  has  suggested  that 
he  must  have  an  automatic  gear- 
shijt  to  change  his  emotions  to 
the  many  expected  behavidts.

f  --  Mistake 

Actually  many  churches  make 
this  mistake.  Usually  they  are 
not  so  articulate  about  it  or  so 
tactless,  but  in  the  end  thi*  is 
the  result. 

This  Incident  reveals  several 
things: 

1.  The  pastor  over-stepped  his 
jurisdiction  in  inviting  a  man 
without  consulting  the  church. 
(Many  churches  tell  a  pastor  to 
select  an  evangelist,  but  they 
appreciate  their  desires  being 
considered).  ,  . 

1.  The  pastor  of  the  church 
must  have  been  in  poor  stand¬ 
ing  with  his  church  or  they 
would  have  respected  his  invi¬ 
tation.  They  may  have  rejected 
his  friend  to  show  their  disap¬ 
proval  of  the  pastor. 

Good  Taste? 

3-  The  church  showed  a  real 
breech  of  good  taste  and  cour¬ 
tesy  toward  the  evangelist  by 
not  confirming  this  invitation, 
even  if  it  were,  conceivably,  a 
bad  one.  (I,  personally,  am  sure 
it  wasn’t.) 

4.  The  ohurch  exprtmeri  poor 
judgment  of  the  gospel  itself  in

Being  in  a  reminiscent  mood, 

I  got  two  rectnt,  sermons.  For  , 
sometim^T  now  I’ve  baenr  dis¬ 
satisfied  with  my  homiletic  j 
gems.  (Don’t  you  say  a  word!); 
Some  of  them  may  be  diamonds 
in  the  rough:- but  they  certainly- 
need  a  lot  of  polishing.  If  you 
want  a  good  antidote  for  pulpit 
pride,  go  back  arid  read  some 
of  the  sermons  you’ve  preached  j 
over  the  past  2  or  3  years. 
Brother,  that'll  do  more  for  the 1 
cause  of  humility  than  even  a 
friendly  wife! 

Whenever  I  get  in  such  a 
mood,  I  always  remember  some 
advice  given  by  a  fine  professor 
of  preaching,  who  said:  “TThe 
preacher  is  never  under  obliga¬ 
tion  to  preach  a  great  sermon,, 
but  he  is  always  under  obliga¬ 
tion  to  wrestle  with  a  great 
idea.”  Then  comes  the  question, 
"What  great  ideas  have  you  been 
wrestling,  lately;  and  who  won 
the  decision,  you  or  the  idea?” 

Kow  Long  Since? 

How  long  has  it  been  since 
you  delved  into  the  age-old 
problem  discussed  in  the  Book 
of  Job— the  problem  of  the  suf¬ 
fering  righteous?  When  has  your 
pulpit  plow  got  into  the  new 
ground  and  hit  the  stump  of 
real  significance  of  the  incarna¬ 
tion?  Have  you  ever  brought 
the  Christian  witness  to  bear  on 
such  topics  as  conscientious  ob¬ 
jection  to  war?  When  was  the 
last  time  you  editorialized  on 
unanswered  prayer?  -Or,  the 
doubts  which  so  easily  beset 
us,  or  the  tragic  waste  of  the 
good  earth,  or  the  matter  of 
God’s  foreknowledge  and  man’s 
free  will?

We  know  that  George  Wash¬ 
ington  didn’t  just,  copy  these 
rules  of  conduct  and  then  for¬ 
get  them.  He,  really  lived  by 
them.  When  he  was  appointed 
Commander  in  Chief  of  the 
American  army  he  said,-"!  beg 
it  may  be  remembered  by  every 
gentleman  in  the  room,  that  I 
this  day  declare  with  the  ut¬ 
most  sincerity,  I  do  not  think 
myself  equalto  the  command  I 
am  honored  with.” 

Again,  at  Valley  Forge,  when 
the  soldiers  were  ragged,  free¬ 
zing,  and  starving,  some  of 
Washington’s  friends  suggested 
that  he  move  into  a^Oarby 
house,  and  command  the  army 
in  comfort  from  there.  He  re¬ 
fused,  saying  that  he  could  en¬ 
dure  anything  that  his  men  had 
to  endure.  He  loved  his  neigh¬ 
bors  —  his  soldiers,  as  himself. 

Washington  was  a  wealthy 
man.  He  .could  have  lived  in 
luxury.  Instead,  for  years  he 
underwent  hardships  that  most 
of  us  cannot  even  imagine. 
George  Washington  was  truly 
the  servant  of  the  people  and 
because  he  served  so  willingly 
and  well,  he  is  remembered  and 
loved  by  all  the  world.  His 
“little  spark  of  Celestial  fire” 
burned  brightly.

Here  are  some  of  the  rules  of 
behavior  that  the  father  of  our 
country  considered  most  impor¬ 
tant.  They  are  written  here  as 
he  copied  them  in  a  school  copy¬ 
book  when  he  was  about  fifteen 
years  old: 

“In  the  Presence  of  Others 
sing  not  to  yourself  with  a  hum¬ 
ming  Noise,  nor  Drum  with 
your  Fingers  or  Feet. 

“Sleep  not  when  other's  Speak, 
Sit  not  when  others  stand, 
Speak  not  when  you  Should 
hold  your  Peace,  walk  not  on 
when  others  Stop- 

“Turn  not  your  Back  to  oth¬ 
ers,  especially  in  Speaking;  Jog 
not  the  Table  or  Desk  on  which 
Another  reads  or  writes;  lean 
not  on  anyone. 

“Use  no  Reproachful  Lan¬ 
guage  against  any  one,  neither 
Curse  nor  Revile. 

“Play  not  the  Peacock,  look¬ 
ing  everywhere  about  you,  to  see 
if  you  be  well  Decked,  if  your 
Shoes  fit  well,  if  your  Stockings 
Sit  neatly,  and  Clothes  hand¬ 
somely. 

“Gaze  not  on  the  marks  or 
blemishes  of  Others,  and  ask 
not  how  they  came.

DENVER  (RNS) — A  bill  to  aid 
church  groups  and  community 
organizations  build  small  homes 
for  the  aged  with  federally  in¬ 
sured  loans  was  introduced  in' 
the  Colorado  legislature  by  Rep. 
Robert  Allen  of  Denver. 

It  would  set  up  a  State  Build¬ 
ing  Authority  with  p  o  w  e  r  to 
Issue  revenue  bonds  for  con¬ 
struction  of  the  homes.  Mr. 
Allen  said  that  under  such  an 
arrangement  the  Federal  Hous¬ 
ing  Administration  would  insure 
the  projects  up  to  90  per  cent 
of  their  cost,  with  a  top  limit 
of  $12,500,000.  '  U 

Purpose  of  the  bill  is  to  get 
the  federal  insurance  and 
establish  a  state  authority  to 
raise  money  for  construction  of 
the  homes  where  elderly  people 
can  be  cared  for  without  leaving 
their  own  communities. 

Churches  and  other  sponsor¬ 
ing  agencies  would  Initiate  the 
plans  and  manage  the  projects 
which  would  have  to  be  self- 
liquidating. 

Similar  bills  were  passed  by 
the  Colorado  House  in  1953  and 
1955,  but  died  in  the  Senate. 
Party  control  of  the  Senate  this 
year  has  changed  from  Re¬ 
publican  to  Democratic.
